There is no faith in the 
absolute without the faith in the individual, 
That is why God is God, not something that 
the Pantheist believes, to be found in the 
passing leaves. It is because your God is 
resent, in whom you believe. “I know, 
aul said, “whom I believe.” Not “In 
whom I believe,” but, “I know whom I 
believe.”’

It is easy enough to find fault if 
you do not know, but you will find that a 
ped critic appreciates. Anybody can find 
ault, just like the man in the barber shop 
who said, “That is the worst thing I ever 
saw. That is terrible. If you must have a 
stuffed owl, why don’t you have a good one?” 
Then the owl jumped ta of his perch. It 
was alive. There are a great many people 
in the world who are the fault finders, who 
seek faults and make you all the trouble.

The 1922 Legislature 


The Legislature has at last closed its 
session. Not a long session, but simply 
giving the impression of being long be- 
cause its real work has been finished for 
so long a time. For the last three weeks 
the House has very evidently allowed 
itself to be played with by that adroit 
and skillful politician and man of great 
ability, the present Mayor of Boston. 
One after another he has rolled together 
the little pellets of trouble, one time 
being label ed five-cent fare, the next 
time public ownership, and the next 
time something else; all without ques- 
tion for no other purpose than to bother 
the majority party floundering in the 
troubled waters of a leaderless legislative 
session. It is not surprising that the 
result in the latter days was chaos worse 
confounded, that began to make the 
public grow very tired. 

But there was a bright and shining 
light, even if the dominant party failed 
to furnish the same, and as in many great 
legislative gatherings for some years 
past that light was the big democratic 
leader of Boston, Martin M. Lomasney. 
People wonder whence his power, how 
it is that he compels action where others 
follow, how as a member of a minority 
party, outvoted on party lines three to 
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one, he usually controls and dominates. 
There is but a single answer and that is 
because he knows, and knowing has the 
ability to foree his viewpoint, based 
upon that knowledge, upon the other 
people who don’t know, And he does 
know government in Massachusetts in 
all its angles, probably better than any 
single man in the Commonwealth. 
Growing old? Not so you would notice 
it, when he has a fight to lead, and a 
purpose to accomplish. The talents are 
all there, the faculties aré just as alert 
as ever, and the State has been fortunate 


been a member of the Legislature, alert, 
active, with a purpose; and working out 
that purpose has probably done more to 
produce good government in Massachu- 
setts than any single man in the State. 

If the Legislature has been a pretty 
difficult proposition to follow, this has 
not been the case with His Excellency, 
who ran true to form from the begin- 
ning until the end. Faced as some 
people think, with a probable contest, 
his vetoes in the last days of the session 
showed that Governor Cox has been 
moved by no other purpose, eventhough 
it would have been easy, than to do his 
job according to the best lights he had, 
with the single thought of giving Massa- 
chusetts the best possible government 
that he could give it: How well he suc- 
ceeded will be well told in the days to 
come, but the condensed story will show 
millions cut off from the tax levy, mil- 
lions of reduction in the State debt, 
wasteful legislation blocked, progressive 
legislation advanced. No _ fireworks, 
few headlines, no manufactured pub-
